Smldenly  the  band  reached  n  sort  <»f 
gaping  aperlurn  which  rcsenibles  tmu  of 
the  gateways  to  Ihe  inferno  of  mythology  ; 
it  was  the  gorge  of  the  AlmMiinagia.  'llie 
road  which  hads  to  the  Iiollom  of  this 
abyss  of  a  depth  of  I  IU  feet  is  a  natural 
stairwt^,  straight  aud  steep,  formed  by  a 
volcanic  eruption.  1 1  is  one  of  Ihe  most 
startling  phenomena  of  the  S4iil  of  Iceland. 
Oil  iviu'hing  the  iHittoin  of  this  iiiinicii.se 
fissure,  Idle  liuds  himself  in  the  middle  »d 
a  gtdh'ry  seventy  fe«'t  wide  and  formetl  by 
two  ptimUcl  walls,  the  bight  st  of  which  is 
of  an  attitude  «d'  HHi  feet.  Hy  a  strange 
chame  this  lava  formation  has  taken  the 
uiottl  faulastic  hhti»es.  Upon  Its  cre«l  are 
turrets  and  litlle  belfries,  similar  to  those 
vii^ihh-  u|Mdi  the  manor  houses  of  Ihe  ai- 
cicnl  feiidtd  barons. 

The  negro  <limlH-d   along  these  basaltic 
walls.     Suddenly  he   signaled   to  the  band 
of  soldiers   lo    halt.     Then  drawing    near 
Ihcni.  he  seized  one  of  the   soldiers  by  the 
arm  -iiul  pliwcd  him  at  the  toot  of  an  em>r- 
mous  bl.H-k  of  lava,  and    tinii  in  likt;  man 
uer  conducted   nmdher  to    a  simil-ir  post, 
lie  thus  jHitttetl    live  soldiers  until  all    Ihe 
issues  leading  trmii  the  ravine  were  guarded. 
His  next  act  was  to   lake  a  gun    from   idn- 
ol  the  .soldiers   and   hiatl   it,  indicating   by 
gestures  that  all  the  p:uty  should  follow  his 
example.     Albr  this  he  lit  the  torches  with 
whl«h  Ihe  soldiers  were  ]u-ov'i»led    »ud  dis- 
tributed  them    anion-;  the  men  in  the  reiif 
rank      The  red  light  from   these  tori-hes  lit 
up  the  depths  of  the  subterranean  gallery 
M-arccly    ha*l    Ihe  Udches   commenced   U» 
throw  this  glare  into  the  hidden  recesses  of 
the  ijorge  when  the    young  negni   made  a 
sign  U»  the  rest  to  hokl  thcuiselves  in  readi- 
ness ;  then  be  uttered  a  .sharp  ululating  cry 
which  re-ciboed  !um)n«r  the  r.M'ks.     Thrice 
wa.^  this  signal  note  repeated. 

•Vt  a  sign  from  tin-  negro,  who  trainp'uHl 
h's  torch  under  foot,  all  the  torches  were 
simultaiieon.sly  extinguished,  and  at  anoth- 
er sign  from  him  the  whole  party  lay  Hat 
upon  the  ground  as  he  hlm-^clf  did 

Along  tile  wall,  at  a  height  of  slumt  two 
h-et  from  the  level,  cxiended  a  sort  of 
fissure  a  dark  line  which  manifested  itself 
against  the  black  basalt  of  the  sides  of  the 
cavern.  The  men  were  all  stretched  nimn 
the  tlooring  of  the  ravine,  and  not  a  sound 
bn>ke  the  stillness. 

8ud  U'uly  a  dawning  lighr,  a  sort  of  aum- 
ra,  was  sei  n  al.mg  the  whole  extent  of  the 
fissure,  and  in  a  glimmering  light,  caustd 
by  the  tires  of  invisiltle  b»rcli»-s,  sppeared 
first  the  hiiul  and  then  the  otnly  of  armed 
men. 

The  negro  arosi-    pre<'ii>i lately  and  made 
an  im|H'rative  sig  •.  whicli  was   at  once  un 
ilerstiHHl  by  the  chief  of  the  an^ttlm^viida

A  discharge  of  mnsk*  Is,  directed  to- 
wards  the  ti  sure,  shook  the  wall  of  the 
cavern. 

The  bandits,  finding  themselves  surpris- 
ed, threw  themselves  out  of  the  ojienlng  in 
the  wall,  aud   a    fearful   .-truggle  ensued 
Want  with  men   or  was   it    with   demim 
that  the  police  of  Heykiavig  Were  now  con 
tending?     The  lla.shes   irom  the  guns  cas 
their  rttekcring  light  u|Hin  the  black    rin  ks 
for  a  while,  ami  then,  as  the  ctuuliat  thi'  k- 
ened,    the    fight    Irecamc  a  hand-to  hand 

one. 

In  the  di-tance  the  reddish  light  of  Ihe 
steaming  Geysers  added  to  Ihe  dramatic 
cbsrai  ter  of  "the  s|Hciacle. 

The  couHict  was  a  protr.ic'ed  .me  :  the 
a.s.sail»»ts.  whost^  numU'r  is  n«>t  known, 
hurled  them.selves  a;gainst  the  intruders 
with  the  ferosity  of  wild  beasts.  I5ut  the 
poliii'  stiMxl  their  gnnmd  li'inly.  and  were 
finally  succe^sfnl.  The  burvivors  of  the 
criminals  were  captured,  and  vain  were 
the  efforts  nnule  by  the  bandits  to  escape 
from  the  fat  d  gorge.  Tlic  soldiers  jHi-lcd 
by  the  negro  effectually  bliK-kadcd  the 
path. 

These  mvsterious  beings  were  securely 
iHiund  Tiie  cavern  wiis  minutely  search- 
ed aud  several  mats,  kitchen  utensils,  ami 
weap  ns  were  found.  The  little  negro 
danced  around  the  prisoners,  ultcring  yells 
full  ot  hate  ^      ,    , 

Tlie  «  ulprits  thus  captured  w  ere  handed 
over  to  instice  upon  the  return  of  the 
party  to "  Keykiavig.  They  presented  a 
strange  and  incougnioUfi  medley  of  Malioh 
abtie^  They  gave  their  names  as  fol- 
lows .  Tmu  Corpse,  an  Englishman  ; 
Kiinz,  a  C.ermau  ;  Unet  N  Par.  ot  IpiH-r 
Nubia,  a  brolln  r  of  th -.  liillc  negro; 
Nogais  a  Tartar  .  ricrre  la  Mort  a  Vn  nch- 
mau  :  aud  lladii-Mourtoii/..  a  nalivi'  ot  the 
Caucasian  mountains,  who  Invl  already  ac- 
nuirctl  some  ci-!ebrlety  111  the  annals  of  the 
briUandaiZe  of  that  regimi. 

The  .sc'.|m-lof  thist-aptiire  was  that  many 
others  <d"  the  «-onipani«>ns  of  these  men 
were  subse«|uenllv  api>reliended  :  and  to- 
day nearly  the  whole  band  is  iu  the  hands 
of  jdSlb  e.  In  their  arrest,  Ihtough  the 
a-'cucy  of  the  negro  lioy,  Ihe  noises  that 
"had  l)ccn  lu;ird  at  itbjht  by  tbe  dwllehi  iti 
DyrafiiMil  \Ve»e  sAtiffiutoi-ily  fXplalmd. 

As  lo  Ihe  litilc  negro,  'Samba-Toro  by 
name,  he  had  licen  the  witness  of  the 
deith  of  his  mother,  who  had  lieen  thrown 
into  the  (Jicat  (Jeyser  by  Norgate  and 
(Jiiet  N  Par  ;  and  it  was  to  his  iiupiilsi'  of 
that  tlle^'.e    revelations  are    due.

all  the  perversities   of  politics,  then  1 
am  ready  to  accept  hira  as   my  chief, 
and  to  sav  that    I  will  go    to   the   last 
ditch  with  Greeley. 

Now,    fellow  citizens,    let  me  say  to 
you  that   in  these   few    impromptu  re 
marks  I  have  matle  this  evening,!  have

IMPORTANT  I'O  INVENTORN. 

Tlir  New  CanadiaB  P«t«-nt  Law. 

The  following  are  the  principal  pro- 
▼isioDH  of  the  new  patent  law  litely 
puswid  by  the  Dominion  Parliament : 
The  law  provides  that  all  inventors, 
or  their  assigns,  may  receive  patents, 
provided  a  foreign  patent  for  the  in- 
vention has  not  bt^n  in  existencr!  for 
more  than  one  year  prior  to  the  apnli- 
cation  being  mude  tor  the  Caniulian 
patent.  Improvements  on  existing 
patents  may  also  be  presented. 

The  npplicant  shall,  for  the  purjwses 
of  the  act,  elect  his  domicile  in  some 
known  place  in  Canada — this  being  a 
mere  formality. 

The  puttMit  will  hv.  isKued  for  five,  ten 
or  fifteen  years,  at  the  option  of  the 
applicant ;  but  at  the  expiration  of 
the  first  five  or  ten  years,  the  patent 
may  be  extended  ♦or  another  term  of 
five  yeurs ;  there  is  no  provision  for  ex- 
tension after  the  fifteeenth  year. 

In  case  of  error  t>r  defective  dencri[»- 
tion,  the  patent  maybe  reissued  as  in 
the  UiiiU'd  States. 

In  case  of  an  assignm«;nt  of  a  patent 
such  assignment  must  be  registered  in 
the  patent  tilHc*). 

The  law  provides  for  remedy  in  case 
of  infringementsof  pat^'titb.and  alio  for 
the  impeachment  of  patents  before  the 
courts. 

Every  patent  will  be.  stibjetrt  t  >  the 
condition  that  the  paU-ntee  shall  man- 
ufacture the  inventitni  in  ('anada  with- 
in one  year  from  the  date  of  the  patient ; 
ami  the  patent  is  to  be  voiil  if,  after 
the  expiration  of  one  year  from  its 
date,  tlm  patentee  or  owner  causes  the 
imiKirtation  into  Canswla  of  the  inven- 
tion for  which  the  patent  is  grante<l. 

The  fees  payable  to  the  pattMit  oflSce 
for  eatdi  patient  are  at  the  n.te  of 
twenty  dollars  for  eai-li  perioil  <  f  five 
years.  When  the  patent  is  refnsetl, 
half  the  fees  may  be  returned  lo  the 
appliimnt  This  rule  is  always  acted 
upon.

ExjHTiiiuMits  have  been  iiiatittited 
whieh  throw  ron.^ith  ruble  light  in  re- 
ganl  to  the  heat  or  ordinary  t«Mnj>era- 
tiire  of  inserts.  It  is  never  below  that 
of  the  atmosphere  where  they  are 
fotind.  The  heat  of  humble  btvs  \» 
eon.' ulerably  anguientt  d  while  they  an^ 
bnzzinp,  ainl  falls  immediately  when 
the  humming  st^»ps.  Muscular  eft'ort, 
therefore,  develops  heat.  It  is  so  also 
with  all  the  >ir-breathing  animals,  but 
not  in  tishcs.  however  exeiteil  in  their 
eontliets  or  tights  frt>m  enemies. 

huMibation  of  the  eggs  of  soeial  in- 
sects is  mainly  due  to  the  inereased 
temperature  of  their  habitations.  In 
a  beehive  it  is  n^tlly  snrjirising  to  ni-irk 
tho  rise  o(  mereury  when  a  thermorae- 
ter  is  directed  to  the  interior.  IV>ba- 
bly  tl>e  peculiar  tluitlity  of  h\>ney  in 
the  cells  while  remaining  in  the  hive 
under  their  care,  is  in  some  way  con- 
nected with  the  t^mi^erature.  w  hich  the 
bees  invariably  maintain  by  closing 
every  crack  and  scam  throtigh  which 
air  could  enter  or  warmth  escape,  save 
by  the  common  diH>Tway,  which  is 
guarded  by  vigilant  sentinels.  WHieu  the 
comb  is  removeii  the  honey  in  a  short 
time  becomes  more  adhesive,  thickens, 
and  tinally  granulates. 

Less  is  known  of  the  economy  of  the 
honey  bee  than  some  other  iu.^ects  of 
far  less  imp«>rtance  to  man,  althongh 
works  on  entomology  trer.t  ••laborately 
of  their  instinctive  oi.>eratious.

A  few  persons  are  fonnJ  in  all  grape- 
growing  districts,  and  particularly 
among  hot-house  grape-growers,  who 
practice  the  cntting-in  svstem — a«  it  is 
called — with  a  view  of  enlarging  the 
size  and  hastening  the  maturity  of  the 
frtiit  The  process  consists  iu  shorten- 
ing the  wood  of  the  current  year — or 
that  producing  the  fruit— to  within  a 
few  joints  of  the  outer  cluster,  and  do- 
ing it  about  the  time  the  grapes  have 
attained  to  two  thirds  or  nearly  their 
full  size. 

The  reason  for  doini*  it  is  biased  upon 
the  supposition  that  the  sap  that  would 
pass  into  and  nourish  the  growing 
shoot  beyond  the  cluster,  is  all  retameil 
and  kept  back,  the  better  to  feed  and 
nourish  the  gra£>e8.  This  is  simply  a 
mistake,  an  error  of  judgment,  in  not 
understanding  the  true  theory  of  the 
movement  of  sap  in   vegetable  growth. 

If  any  advantage  is  gained  in  cutting 
off  all  l>eyond  four  or  five  joint^s,  why 
not  cut  them  off  directly  at  the  last 
bunch  and  thus  let  all  the  sap  remain 
there  and  go  directly  into  the  clust<^r  i 
and  yet  we  know  from  trial  this  will 
not  do  ;  for  the  grapes  will  increase  no 
more  in  '^ize,  and  if  they  mature  at  all, 
they  will  be  sickly  specimens  of    fruit. 


Karta  in  Ber-K.Feptns. 

There  are  a  few  facts  in  regard  to  the 
maniigement  of  bees  which,  if  well  nn- 
ilerstood  by  apianans,  would  make 
their  occupation  more  pleasant  and 
Kure. 

By  frightening  bees  with  smoke  or 
drumminj?  on  the  hive,  or  by  giving 
them  liquid  sweets,  they  are  indilcetl  to 
fill  themselves,  and  are  then  very  docile 
and  perfectly  manageabl. 

The  anjrer  of  l>ee»  is  aroused  by  any 
^jnick  m<»tioiis  made  about  their  hives, 
<jy  Ihe  o<lor  of  perspiration,  or  by  im- 
pure breath. 

Colonies  that  lose  their  queens  will 
dwindle  away,  or  be  over  powered  by 
bee  moths,  or  by  robber  bees,  if  they 
have  not  the  mean.^  of  raising  another 

All  operations  with  bees,  especiftll^- 
forming  new  colonics,  can  best  l>©  per- 
formed during  the  season  when  bees 
are  gath'^rimg  honey.  At  any  other 
time  great  care  shouM  be  taken  to  pre- 
vent strong  colonies  from  robbing  we«k 
ones. 

(b'nerally.  the  great<»Hl  profit  can  be 
«)btaineil  by  only  allowing  the  colonies 
to  double  during  •»ne  season.  Colonies 
can  otdy  be  kept  strong  by  having  com- 
pk'te  control  over  the  bees  and  comlj^, 
and  this  control  of  tJie  bees  and  Combs 
r.in  f>nly  be 'attained  by  the  use  of  move 
able  frame  hives.  This  important  point 
tihould  be  brought  prominently  before 
Ikh  -keepers  and  farmers,  and  also  the 
fact  that  Vty  iinderKtaTidinp  the  prin- 
ciples of  lKH^'-ke«>ping,  Injes  can  bts  so 
managed  that  generous  returns  can  be 
obtaine«l  frtm  them,  thus  making  the 
business  as  reliable  as  farming.  These 
wonderful  an<l  imhistrious  insects  can 
be  induct>*l  to  work  for  nothing,  and 
board  tli»-mselve8.  A  very  pra<;tical 
and  successful  apiarian  has  said  that 
persons  wishing  to  make  the  most  of 
their  bees  must  <liscard  the  »k)x  hives, 
and  educate  themselves  to  use  movable 
oombs  in  some  form.

Prof.  C.  A.  Oroessmans,  of  the  Mas- 
sachusett*  Agricultural  College,  re<om- 
mends  observing  the  following  points 
m  sugar  beet  «*ulture  : 

1.  The  ground  should  hav«'  been 
manured  the  previous  seawju  for  corn 
or  pr>tat«.es;  no  fresh  dung  t*)  be  applied 
for  the  beets.  Plow  as  deep  as  the 
character  of  the  soil  will  allow. 

2.  Soak  the  st'ed  for  two  daya  in 
manure  water  or  urine  at  a  temperature 
of  about  .W  to  60  degrees  Fahrenheit, 
an<l  th«'n  let  it  lie  sprewl  out  two  U)  two 
and  a  half  inches  deep  and  moist  about 
twf>  days  longer  before  sowing. 

3.  S<jw  on  the  flat,  and  the  rows  as 
close  Uigether  as  will  iwlniit  of  lM»rse 
hoeing,  and  th«'n  the  beets  to  about  six 
inches  apart,  or  less  if  the  ground  is 
very  rich.  It  is  not  desired  that  they 
should  grow  big.  A  ))eet  weighing  li 
piMinds  is  as  large  as  is  profitable. 

4.  In  hm>ing,  and  e.sjKJcially  at  the 
last  hfjeing,  keep  the  crown  fjf'the  beet 
well  covered  with  earth.  Hoe  as  i>ften 
as  you  can  until  August  1,  and  not 
afterwards.

Every  year  about  this  time,  and  later, 
our  exchanges  are  full  of  nwe^  Wl  jxtis- 
oning  by  havinff  '.'aleli  iruits  canned  in 
raetalli*!  jars.  The  follow ingstatenient 
ol  the  dangers  incurred  in  allowing  tiie 
fruit  to  come  in  contiict  with  any  metal 
is  of  great  value,  and  the  recommen- 
dations given  by  the  Boston  Jonrtlal  of 
Chemistry  should  be  heedetl  by  all : 
"The  impression  prevails  among  those 
Who  use  fruits  freely,  which  an*  put  U[i 
in  tin  cans,  that  they  are  injure«l  there- 
by, anil  this  imprcssitui  is  in  many 
cases  correct.  We  have  long  contendetl 
that  that  all  )ireserved  fruits  and  veg- 
etables should  be  stori'd  in  glass,  and 
that  no  metal  of  any  kind  r^honld  be 
brought  in  contttct  with  them.  All 
fruit«  contain  more  or  less  of  vegi-talde 
acids,  and  others  thataie  highly  «-oiro- 
sive  are  ofb-n  formed  by  feame'ntatioii, 
and  the  metallic  vessels  are  considera- 
bly acted  upon.  Tin  cans  are  held  to 
gether  by  solder,  an  alloy  intt)  which 
lead  enters  largely.  Tliis  metal  is 
easily  cornMled  by  vegetable  acids,  and 
poiMmous  salts  are  formed.  Undoiibt 
ediy  many  persons  are  greatly  injured 
by  eating  bjmatocs,  peaches,  etc., 
which  have  been  pl;iced  in  tin  cans,  and 
we  advise  all  our  friends  who  contc^n- 
plate  puttin;;  up  fruits  the  pre8«>nt 
summer  to  use  only  glass  jars  for  the 
purpose." 

The  Transit  of  Venii;^. 

The  traiibit  of  the  planet  Venus  across 
the  sun's  disc  will  occur  on  December 
H,  1871.  This  phenomenon,  which  is 
oxpecte*!  to  be  of  great  interest  not 
only  to  astronomy  but  bi  the  natural 
and  physical  history  of  the  glob«>,  has 
not  recurred  since  1754.  At  that  early 
date  France  had  oliservers  in  India, 
California  and  San  Domingo;  Knglaml, 
in  S<juth  America,  the  Pacitie  ocean,  at 
Madras  and  Cambridge;  und  Uussia  at 
Yakoiitsk,  A.Htrakan  and  Lipoma,  The 
Unit^'d  States,  Russia,  Germany  an<l 
England  have  alreiMly  appoint<;d  ob- 
servers for  the  occasion.  The  French 
academy  of  sciences,  at  the  re  piest  of 
the  minister  of  public  instriiction,  in 
1H70  asked  for  nine  stations  of  obser- 
vation,and  au  appropriatiiMi  of  ;i04),(NM) 
francs.  The  war  prevented  the  grant 
ing  of  the  request,  but  M.  Jules  Simon 
has  already  submitted  a  proposition 
for  an  appropriation  of  1(K),000  frain-s, 
with  the  un<leistandinfT  that  2lHi,000 
more  shall  be  granted  iu  1871.

The  success  which  attended  the 
growth  of  winter  wheat  in  this  seelion, 
coupled  wUh  the  fart  that  spring 
wheat  had,  t<;  a  considerable  extent, 
been  &  failun>  for  many  .^ears  pi-evious, 
set  bilr  rtcrieitltiirisl*  to  discussing  the 
rjucstion  whether  they  had  not  better 
turn  their  attention  wholly  to  wint*>r 
wheat  hereafter.  INIaiiy  resolved  to  do 
so,  but  few  cT'.ri'ird  Uieir  resolution  into 
eliect.  Enough  di«l,  however,  to 
largely  increase  the  ncrejigc,  and,  as 
the  result  shows,  with  the  most  grati- 
fying success.  From  a  ctmsiilerable 
number  of  whom  we  have  made  in()uir- 
ics,  we  hear  tit  no  pour  flt>lits  of  il^itiler 
wiicat;  on  tlie  other  hand  we  hear  of  a 
number  of  fields  which  are  estimatetl  at 
as  high  as  forty  bushels  to  ttie  acre.and 
of  none  which  will  go  h>ss  than  twenty. 
This  is  a  large  yiehl  for  this  season, ami 
will  be  more  than  twice  as  much  as  the 
spring  wheat  will  average  in  this  coun- 
ty. A  number  of  years  ngo;  wintvr 
wheat  proved  ;t  faitiire  for  a  season  or 
two,  and  as  a  result  the  farmers  all 
fnrne<l  their  attention  to  spring  wheat. 
The  experience  of  the  past  few  years 
dcmonstratcH  the  fa«-t  that  thi^y  inu.si 
return  to  winter  wheat. 

Col.  S.  K.  Vaiighan,  of  Portage,  inis 
just  liai-vcsted  a  field  of  thirty  acres, 
two  thirdti  of  which,  he  estimates,  will 
go  thirty-Hve  bushels  to  au  acre.  He 
has  left  with  us  a  small  sheaf,  which  is 
bright,  plump  and  well  (illM.  The 
variety  i.s  known  aj  the  Canadian  Blue 
Stem.

any  linn  shown  any  sympathy  lor  the  eolored 
race.  Horace' Greeley  earnestly  d<  sired  Ihat 
hid  cotor.'.l  fellow-citizens  should  vot.),  and 
aldy  championed  iuipurlial  sulTiage,  Imt 
President  tirant  was  on  the  oth<  r  side. 
lieyon.l  lh.se  contrasts,  wliuh  are 
markeil,  it  cannot  be  forgotten  that 
H'jiac-  Greel.  y  in  ^  |)crsoii  of 
large  In  art  and  largo  understanding,  triine.l 
to  tlu  support  of  human  rights,  aiwa.xs  rea<lv 
for  any  good  eauH<',  and  never  deterred  by  op» 
[po.silioii  or  reproa«h,  as  when  for  long  ye;  rs 
no  befriended  your  people.  Add  to  these 
'pialitns,  conspicuous  in  his  life,  an  undying 
imlu.itry  which  leaves  no  moment  without  its 
fruit;  abundant  politiial  knowledge,  ac<pi.ii!il- 
auou  with  history,  Ihe  instinct  and  grasp  if 
stat<  Binanshiii,  an  amiable  niitnie,  a  magnan- 
imous soul,  and,  abovi'  all,  an  Iioik  sty  which 
no  suspicion  has  bnnhed,  and  you  have  a 
brief  portraiture.  Tlnse  are  th<-  anteeodeiils 
of  Horaci  Greeley.  Few  of  Huh,!  things  ap- 
P'lir  in  President  Grant.  His  great  succt^ss  in 
war  and  Ihe  honors  he  has  woncann.il  change 
th'!  recoril  of  his  conduct  Inward  h  y<nir  [sopi.', 
es|>eciHlly  in  eoiilrattt  Willi  the  life-lime  fi<|eli- 
ty  of  his  competitor,  wlnl.

The  fort  of  Keichstetten,  .situate 
about  live  Englisii  miles  northeast  from 
the  new  girdle,  will  comniaiul  the  road 
to  Lauterbuig  on  the  east,  and  the  line 
to  Paris  on  the  west,  idso  two  new  pro 
jected  railways,  intended,  the  t)ne  to 
connect  the  ft>rts  among  themselves, 
the  other  to  conm-et  them  with  the 
city.  About  2  English ,miles  from  lU-ich- 
stetten  lies  the  fort  of  Suffelweirs- 
heim,  partly  on  the  road  to  Weissen 
burg,  partly  on  the  railway  to  PaiLs.  \ 
l.t!MX)  yards  southeast  of  SuJT«>lweier.s- 
heim  lies  the  fort  of  Lower  Haiisber- 
gen,  on  the  road  from  Ji'trasboiug  to 
Biiawtolcr ;.  >vlide  the  tV>rfs  of  Ui»iH'r 
Hausberaten  and  "\yol(isheini,  lastly, 
command  the  Saverne  and  I'aris  roads 
and  the  Breiische  canal. 

'Even  thaue  flVe  fytts  will  suffice  to 
render  Strasbonrg  very  'uuassilable,  at 
least  on  the  north  side,  from  which  the 
.(uosfc  atltil'ti^  and  destructive  assaults 
w»ere  directed  against  the  city  in  Au- 
gust and  September,  4870  All  the 
new  forts,  the  tire  already  in  course  of 
erection, as  well  n»  the  other  eleven  are 
constructed  in  the  star  form.  Breisach  is 
with  a  stiuiigly-fortitied  bridge  across 
the  Bhine.  A  railway  line  over  Frei- 
bitrg  t©  T^lmanJ  D4)uauesihingen,  will 
secure  the  free  connection  and  commii- 
^catign  of  t]ie  fortress  with  Trans- 
llh«nish  6erBhany. 

The  line  Metz-Diedeiihofeu,  more 
especially  Metz  it.self.  is  already  as 
strong  now  as  to  beallbntunasHailable. 
Still,  the  Germans  are  indefatig;vl)ly  at 
work  there  also,  to  make  a  doubly 
sure. 

With  Strasbourg, Briesach,  and  Metz- 
Diedenhofen,  thus  almofjfc  absobit<>ly 
secured  against  the  remotest  chatioe  of 
a  successhil  attack  upon  them,  and 
affording  ample  shelter  to  some  500,- 
(MH)  f»r  600, OiK)  men,  it  will  rwou  be 
w«dl  nigh  out  of  the  range  of  jK^ssi- 
bilities  that  Franco  Hhoiild  mmJImrush 
into  the  renewal  of  the  war  for  the  re- 
do vfry  fS  her  l«H»t  pr«>vince.

The  best  con- 
st  ruction  we  ever  use<l  was  to  put  iu 
logs  fifteen  inc'hes  through  across  the 
bay,  once  iu  eight  or  ten  feet,  and  up- 
on them  spread  rails  or  polew,  leaving 
a  space  between  them  of  about  two 
iiK'hes.  This  gives  a  free  circulation 
below  the  ra<.>w,  and  not  a  pound  of 
hay  is  injured  if  it  remains  there  for 
years.

We  learn  from  Conductor  Bevard,  of 
the  Rock  Island  Railroad,  the  particu- 
lars of  a  terrible  explosion  which  took 
place  yesterday  at  11  A.  M.,  on  that 
road.  The  train  was  the  Trenton  ac- 
comodation, westward  lioiind,  consist- 
ing seven  freight  cars  and  one  passe n- 
ger  coach.  The  train  WiWj  ruiiuijig  at 
the  usual  rate  of  spee'tl,  when  the  axlo 
of  the  .second  car  from  the  eiigim^ 
broke,  which  precipitattnl  that  car,  and 
likewis«i  the  tliird  and  fourth  ears,  from 
the  track.  The  powder  was  in  the  fourth 
car,  and  tin;  truck!i.of  tin;  forward  earn 
being  jammed  in  rt:\jF\  iimhr  it,  brokti 
^hrrrTtjrb  1^l'»»  lioor  "f'tiff  pi'iK'lrated  the* 
kegs  of  powdt'r.  The  powd«  r  then  i-oin- 
.  m<'ucc<l  to  eu-'itiJC,  ^ud  eoraing  in  con- 
vict wHli  tlir  eparks  wa:^  igniteil.  Giv- 
ing to  the  lri"tion  eaii.sed  by  the  iiiiiih- 
iial  cnishia^  of  wheels  ;igainHt  tin*  si<le 
niUie  rail  the  sparks  were  thick. 

'i*^**  p.tptohion  did  not  cunsist  of  oiio 
thuntlering  report,  but  it  ipiick  succHa- 
a ion  of  thundering  iOjjorts.  The  noi.so 
iaaied  about  t^^irty  seconds,  and  in  this 
length  of  iimeHW  kegs  of  powder  ex- 
ploded. Slnanis  of  tire  shot  upward 
to  a  diataD<  c  of  fiity  fact,  followe<l  by 
great  v(?lhmes-of  defi.se'smoke. 

The  most  fortunatt^  circnnistanijo 
connecte<l  witn  tJie  accident  waa  that 
no  one  was  hint,  altliough  the  iippi'r 
pai't  of  the  <■  tr  Wiu*  bh)wn  to  atoms. 
About  twoimnntes  before  the  explosion 
occurred,  two  biaktinen  walked  over 
tiie  car  Of>ntaiuing  the  i)owder,  and  at. 
fcaj^me  the  powder  ignited  were  tuily 
dist.aitlTrree  cars.  T^e  pa.ssengt  r  car 
at  the  rear  of  the  train  was  well  liHed 
with  passengers,  yet  none  were  injured. 

The  mi>st  remarkable  incident  id  the 
explosion,  however,  is  the  fact  that 
about  250  kegs  of  powtler  remained  in- 
tact, and  did  not  l»ecome  ignited  in  the 
general  "  blowing  up."  The  remainii.'^ 
kiBga  were  blaoktwied  and  k.»  e1inTre.4l 
tkat  one  <;omI<I  alaio.d  push  his  hand 
through  tliem,  and  how  they  hai)pened 
to  escape  ignition  is  almost  i)eyond 
human  comprehension. 

While  the  axles  weje  yet  burning 
under  the  car  containing  the  remaining 
250  kegs,  Conductor  Bevard  and  his 
train  men  approached  and  subdiuid  the 
Hames.

The  Costs  of  Vachtfl. 
Mr.  W.  F.  G.   Shanks    writes  in-  the 
.\ngust  number  of  Scribner's   Month- 

It  is  estimated  by  yachtsmen  of  pro- 
minence and  experieuco  that  the  pleas- 
ure yacht*  of  the  New  York  Club  alone 
must  have  cost  nearly  !f2,(M)0,000,  while 
tiie  fleets  of  the  wlndo  country  cost 
about  #5,000,000.  The  yachts  of  the 
Brooklyn  C-liib  cost  :i;350,"(K10;  .\tlantic, 
*4(H),(MiO;  ami  all  others  in  New  York 
Bay  about  !|;H<H).fHH).  The  Eivstern 
Club,  of  Boston  Harbor,  la  very 
wealthy,  owing  yachts  valued  at  #400, 
000.  The  best  class  of  these  vessels 
cannot  be  bnilt  and  ctjuippetl-  for 
less  than  fl5()  a  ton,  or  about 
♦5,0(W)  for  a  sloop  of  35  tons,  tlm.iniall 
est  craft  which  can  be  constructotl  with 
tlue  regard  tt>  comfnrt  and  convenience 
in  a  cruist\  Yiicht  buihlers  declare  that 
a  roomy  cabin,  large  enough  to  accom- 
modate the  average  grown  person,  can- 
not be  attained  in  vessels  of  smaller 
tonnage.  A  crew  vi  five  men  is  necessa- 
ry tt>  mtin  such  a  yacht,  and  thivM  cost, , 
during  the  summer  cruise  ol  four 
months,  at  le;«>t  #150  ti  month.  It  is 
nece.s.sary  t-o  employ  ore  of  the  crow  as 
steward  tluring  the  whole  year,  in  or- 
der that  the  yacht  may  be  taken  care 
of.  The  expenses  for  I'twid  are  to  beadil- 
ed  to  all  this,  so  that  the  amusement  ia 
dearly  bought. 

These  figures  give  only  an  kntt^hif t 
itlea  of  the  cost  of  larger  yaciits.  The 
famous  Henrietta  Wius  sold,  after  lier 
triumph  in  18<><>,  when  «|nite  an  old 
vessel,  having  seen  r«»ugh  wervice  in 
the  tnvil  war,  for  #15,t)00.  Hei' former 
owner.  James  Gordon  Bennett,  Jr.,  im- 
mediately bought  the  Fleetwing,  one 
of  the  vessels  whieh  he  hud  bcaUju  in 
th  '  famous  dea<l-of-winter  oct'an  race, 
for  #65,0tX),  and  rtxjltristetied  her  the 
Dauntless.  It  Avas  this  magnificent 
vessel  which  was  beaten  in  the 
ocean  race  of  1870  by  the  English- 
built  Cambria,  which  was  sold  the  same 
year  for  #30,0(K).  Tho  R<\soliite  of  Mt: 
A.  S.  Hatch,  the  smallest  and  one  of 
the  most  elegant  of  the  schtJoHer 
yachts  of  the  New  York  C'lub,  being 
110  tons  burden,  cost  #:30,000-  but  she 
was  built  iu  war  times.  The  largest 
.'^chooncr-yaclit  in  tin?  country,  .  the 
Sapi>ho  of  Mr.  Douglaa.s,  c<^bt  much 
less  than  this  pr«>portiofuitoly.  Y'achts 
built  in  1  lie  excellent  staunch  style  of 
these  endure  for  many  years.  They 
may  «i<'w  o;^tj^«^{,  {aslnon,  or  may  be 
excelled  by  new  models,  for  the  art.  of 
yacht-building  im(>roves  witii  e.ich 
year,  but  they  never  rot  if  cared  for.

I'.oil  the  honey  and 
Muegar  togitlnr.  with  the  spu-c  tied  in 
a  cloth  :  pack  the  grajies  closed  in  a 
jar,  and  turn  the  boilinrr  syrnp  over 
them.

The  best  con- 
struct  ion  we  ever  used  was  fo  put  in 
logs  fifteen  inches  through  across  the 
bay,  «»nce  in  eight  or  ten  feet,  and  up- 
on them  spread  rails  or  poles,  leaving 
a  space  between  them  of  about  two 
inches.  This  gives  a  free  cijciilatioi: 
below  the  mow,  and  not  a  pound  of 
liay  IS  injureil  if  it  remains  there  for 
ytajb.

P.reisach  is 
with  a  str-ingly-fortitied  briilge  ai'ioss 
the  Rhine.  A  iiiilway  iint>  over  Frei- 
burg t-o  FlmantI  DoiMiucsihingen,  will 
secure  the  tree  connection  and  commu- 
oication  of  th*?  fortress  with  Traiis- 
Rheuisb  Germany.

M.,  on  that 
road.  The  train  w;is  the  Trent<»n  ac 
(•oniodatioii,  westward  bound,  consist- 
ing s«'veii  freight  cars  and  one  jiasseii- 
g«'r  coach.  The  train  wa.s  running  at 
the  usual  rate  of  spt-ed,  when  the  a.\lo 
of  the  second  ear  from  the  engine 
broke,  which  precipitated  that  car,  and 
likewi.se  the  third  and  foiiith  cars,  from 
the  tra<k.  The  powder  wa.  in  tiie  foiiith 
ear,  an«l  the  triickii  ot  the  forward  car.H 
lieing  jnmined  in  n9;uiH  iindi  r  it,  broke 
throngh  ti'e  Uoor    jonl    p<-ne(iafed    the 

kegs  id  |)owder.  The  powd<  r  tfiell  eom- 
m<'nced  to  c:icape,  and  com  in;.;  01  <*i>n- 
laijt  with  fhc  pparks  was  igniled.  Ow- 
ing to  the  In -tion  caused  by  the.  unus- 
ual crnsliMjp  of  wlie<'l.;  .i;rainst  the  .'ide 
of  the  rail  the  sparks  were  thick. 

'I'he  explosion  did  not  ioii..t;it  of  one 
thundering  report,  but  a  <piiek  .succ»'.s- 
.aiou  of  tliiHidering  import  ;.  'i'h<;  iioi;io 
liwlK'd  about  thirty  seconds,  and  in  thi.s 
lengf  li  of  time 'I.'jO  kev's  of  powder  tx 
ploil.  d.  Sfr.  ams  of  file  siiol  npw.od 
to  ft  diiitan'  t'  of  Ijtty  Ie4  f,  followed  by 
great  voliim.'.s  of  denscMnokc. 

The  most,  forfii  nate  circiim.>tance 
eonneeteil  witn  <oo  aciideiit  waa  that 
no  iMie  was  hii.  (.  alfiioiigh  the  upper 
piut  of  the  e  tr  wa8  bh»wii  to  atfuiis. 
About  twonunntes  before  the  e\[dosjon 
occurred,  two  liiiiki  nun  walked  ovei 
the  car  cont. lining  till' powd»-r,  and  al 
tlie  time  the  powder  ignited  w»-re  onlv 
di.'-tanl  three  ,ar.s.  The  pa.sseng.  r  car 
at  the  rear  of  the  train  was  weil  lilhal 
with  fiasseiigers,  yet  none  were  injured. 

The  im»st  remarkable  imid"  id  of  tin- 
.'Xplosioii.  however,  i.s  th.>  fact  that 
about  2.";0  keg.s  of  |>owder  rem.iined  in- 
tact, and  did  not  become  ij^nittd  m  (he 
genera!  "  blowing  ii|).'  'I'he  reniainii.-^ 
kegs  were  bhw-kom  d  and  vn  ehnTie4| 
tfaai  one  could  alaio.it  [>ush  his  hand 
through  them,  and  how  they  happened 
to  escape  ignition  is  almost  Im  yond 
human  comprehension. 

Wiiile  the  axles  were  yef  burning 
under  the  car  ciuitainiiig  the  remaining 
2r>(»  kej's,  Conductor  Pev.ird  and  his 
train  men  ajiproached  and  subdued  the 
HaiucH.

monkeys.  ,\  ceitain  bull  terrier  of  our 
acipiaintanee,  when  li«>  wishes  |of;o  ouf 
of  the  room,  pimps  at  the  h.indle  of 
tlie  door,  and  grasps  it  vith  his  paws, 
allhoiigli.  h'.'  cannot  himself  turn 
lln>  handle.  PaiTots  also  Vtiptoduco 
with  wonderful  lidelify  the  toi!i  :;  of 
voie<'  of  difVereiit  speak<rs,,ind  puppies 
le.ired  by  t'ats  Inui-  been  ICT^WI)  to  lick/ 
their  tVi't  and  wu.sh  thei;'  faces  after  Ihe 
same  luanma  as  their  fosb  r  moHieia. 
.\tfention  and  memory  also  are  lutsent 
in  the  lower  animals,  and  it  is  impo^.si 
b|e  to  deny  that  the  dreams  o|  dogsand 
horses -how  the  pieseiiee  t>f  imagina- 
lioii.  or  that  I  certain  sort  ol  le.ison  is 
also  present.  Animals  al^o  protit  liy 
e\p»'iience,  as  any  man  realizes  who 
•ct'!  trap.;.  The  young  .ii.>  mucli  more 
e.isily  caught  than  the  old,  and  the  old 
;;ain  e.iillum  by  set-iiiM  the  fat*'  «d  tho  e 
which  are  caug.ht.  Tools  also  are  used 
by  some  of  llie  higher  apes.  The 
chimp.in/;ee  uses  .1  stone  fo  ci.ick  a  nut 
resembling  a  walnut,  and  the  .Vbysin- 
iaii  baboon.^  liglit  troops  of  other  spe 
cies,  .and  roll  down  stoms  in  the  at 
t.ick  befoH"  they  finally  dose  in  a  hand- 
to  hand  encuuntir.  The  idea  of  prop- 
erty is  cc>nimoii  also  to  every  dog  with 
a  bone,  to  all  birds  with  their  iiest.s,and 
not. d»ly  in  the  case  of  rooU.s.  Nor  C4Ui 
a  ccitain  kind  of  language  b.'  denied 
to  the  brutes.  'I'he  dog  cointiiiinicales 
his  feelings  by  barks  of  dilVercnt  tones, 
wliich  undoubtedly  raise  in  his  fellow- 
d(.»gs  iileas  similar  to  those  passing  in

The  y.ichts  of  the 
Prooklyn  Club  «-ost  ^;:>:»U,000;  .\tlantic, 
s-tOO.OliO;  and  all  others  in  New  Y.rk 
Pay  about  *:t(M).000  The  FJ.islern 
Club,  of  Poston  Ibirbor,  l.^  very 
wealthy,  owing  yachts  valued  at  ^lOO, 
OtHf.  Tile  best  class  of  these  vessels 
cannot  be  built  ami  cipiipped  for 
less  than  !?1;"»0  a  ton,  or  about 
if,"), 000  for  a  sloop  of  :r»  toiM.  tin'  small 
est  craft  which  cm  be  constructed  with 
due  regard  to  ounfort  and  «'<mvenicnce 
III  a  cruise.  Yacht  bnildtrs  declare  th.d 
a  roomy  calun,  large  enough  to  aeeoiu- 
modate  the  average  grown  person,  can- 
not be  attained  in  vessels  of  smaller 
tonnage.  A  crew  01  five  men  is  necessa- 
ry to  man  such  a  yachi,  and  thcHecost, 
during  file  summer  cruise  of  four 
mouths,  iti  least  il-liiO  a  luoiilh.  If  is 
nece.-.sary  to  employ  ore  of  the  crew  as 
.steward  during  the  whole  year,  in  or- 
der ti'.if  the  yacht  may  be  taken  care 
of.  Tlie  expenses  for  food  .ireto  be  add- 
ed to  all  this,  so  that  the  amusement  ii> 
dearly  bought.

The  plan  hit  upon 
by  .rohn  b>  prevent  them  from  gratify 
iiig  their  natural  propi  nsifies  was  in- 
genious and  iiovt  I,  .ii,d„/(inaiiiiil  mi- 
discdYi  i<(l  nntil  II  few'  dii^ys  sime.

ipiite  a  strong  hook.  This  was  hung 
oil  ji(»(bbago  leaf  <ir  other  veg«'table,and 
left  to  wail  for  the  coming  of  the  vie 
tim.  In  feeding  the  gimse  would  strike 
its  bill  down  til  pick  up  a  leni|ifing' 
morsel,  and  if  one  part  of  the  bill  went 
inside  this  loop  its  doom  was  seded, 
for  the  loop  woiill,  by  the  force  of  the 
blow,  be  turned  o\er  the  head  of  the 
reckless  bird,  and  the  hook,  ot  nci-essi- 
iy,  would  bksteii  under  the  fe;ithers  on 
tin-  top  of  the  head.  .\  few  struggles 
of  the  prisoned  bird  would  draw  the 
tim*  wire  under  the  bathers  and  out  of 
sight  and  thus  the  bird  would  be  left 
unable  to  (dose  its  bill.  In  this  con- 
dition, with  its  head  held  high  in  the 
air,  it  would  run  round  in  acircle  until 
exhausted.  Even  on  being  driven 
home  and  observed  in  that  situ- 
ation, it  would  reijiiire  clo-e  in 
sj»ection  to  detect  the  cause  of  this 
strange  piiK'ecding  on  the  part  of  flic 
lorfnrcd  bird.  Mr.  Mcl>anicls  had  lost 
;i  large  number,  and  only  ijiscovered 
the  Ciiiise  accidentally,  when  enga'-c-l 
in  picking  them.  If  any  one  i-au  pro- 
duce .1  more  ingenious  method  of  get 
ting  rid  of  gecHe  without  killing  them 
outright,  vrv  should  like  to  be  inform- 
ed of  the  mode  of  disposing  ot  tin  in. 
We  .shall  iloiibt  tlie  ingenuity  of  .lolm 
no  longer,  but  indorse  that  famous  s;iy- 
ing,  "For  wjijs  that  are  dark  and 
trick^•  that  are  v.nin,  the  heathen  Chime 
is  peculiar."

Not  only  from  the  Nethorlands 
came  countless  coniniission.s,  but  also 
from  far  Germany,  Spain,  and  even 
from  the  motherlami  of  art,  Italy. 

David  Teniers  had  changed  very 
much  ;  In;  was  not  onir  nJoii'  .liligent, 
bright  and  kindly,  but  no  longer  so 
foolish  and  extravagant  as  whom  he 
trioil  to  ftirgt>t  tin;  cares  of  his  ovei- 
btirdoiiod  life  in  earoiisings.  Ho  spiMit 
miioh  time  and  trtuiblo  on  his  largest 
pictures.  Whereas,  fir  his  most  im- 
patient adorers,  ho  would  throw  oil",  in 
single  afternoons,  the  finest,  mostspir- 
itetl  pieces,  whicli  weh'  wholly  known 
t\s  "  Ajn( s  (tiiK rs.''  Many  a  collector 
and  friend  of  art,  at  that  time,  wmihl 
have  hiiggo.l  himself  with  deliulit  at 
lu  .•oniing  tho  ptissessor  of  such  a  gom. 

All  Tenier.'i'  earlier  works  aro  in  the 
manner  of  Iteiibeus'  school,  w.irm,  fresh 
and  powerful.  In  tlio  lattcrr,  most 
beautiful  piirt  of  his  life,  his  pietnres 
had  that  bright  tont^  that  depth,  which 
betokens  the  fdory  and  peace  fif  a  con- 
t«>iited  Koiih 

Im  loss  than  a  year  the  arti.'^t  was  the 
owner  of  a  ({iiiet  castle  with  the  three 
towers;  his  droHi.i  was  fidtillod.  His 
beautiful  studio,  tliostr  largo,  cool 
rooms  ;  were  his  famous  rosidenc»i  to 
the  day  ot  his  death.  He  was  seldom 
seen  at  Antwerp  or  Brussels,  tlningh 
both  Cities  trio<l  to  keep  him.  Tho 
people  of  Berk  clung  to  their  new  oas- 
tle  master  with  redoubled  love,  and 
wtiro  very  proud  of  the  preference  he 
gave  thoir  nmdost  village. 

Teniers'  renown  attracted  many 
H<!h(darH,  both  old  and  young,  especial- 
ly of  the  higher  class,  among  whom 
was  the  I'rinco  J.jin.of  Austria.  Years 
passetl  by,  his  wife  had  died,  his  chil 
dren  had  bectune  grown  men  and  wo- 
men, and  he  himsell  was  an  old,wliite- 
haiiod  man,  whose  bri;rht  eye  and  film 
hand  wore  all  (hat  n-niainod  of  his 
ytiutli.  Portrait  painting  was  his  do- 
light  at  this  time,  and  succiss  .still 
'crowned  his  oll'orts.  t)m'  day  a  rich 
attorney  came  ft)  be  painted  by  the  ro- 
iiowiied  Teniers.  When  the  artist  «le- 
sired  to  use  burnt  ivory  for  black,  as 
usual,  he  found  he  had  none  left.  With 
the  greatest  mniiffntid  ho  broki^  out  his 
last  remaining  tooth,  and  burnt  it  to  a 
ctml. 

"  I  can  do  no  nmre  for  art,"  ho  Haid, 
jestingly,  "David  Teniers  can  now 
lioiiorably  lay  aside  the  pencil— ami

Honsitivo  to  the  t'lVoct  of  lighl  nnd  heat, 
that  they  o|)on  ami  close  at  e.\a(dl\  the 
same  time  oaoh  day,  niarkim^:  the  sun's 
altitude  a!id  inclination.  'I'liis  fact 
was  made  by  Liniia-us,  tlio  !;reaf 
botanist,tho  basis  of  man,>  oNptMimciits 
and  ob.servatious,  resulting  in  tho  ar- 
lanf'.emont  iMllod  Ids  "floral  <dock.'' 
It  consisted  ol  three  divirioiis,  coiitaiu- 
iiig  tlowers  that  open  ami  oloso  (virlnr 
or  later,  according  to  the  state  of  tho 
atmosphere.  This  was  the  "meteor 
ologieal  ilivisiou,"  and  iinlioato.l  the 
state'  of  the  w  atlior.  A  "tropical  »ii- 
visioii,"'  as  it  was  oallod,  ooiitained 
Mowers  that  marked  sunrise  and  sun- 
set; and  a  "horologioal  divisi.m,"  con 
sisting  «)f  fhiwers  that  opt>iiod  and 
chistal  at  fixed  and  invariable  hours.

Why  sluMild  these  not 
be  pressed  into  the  production  of  a 
second  eroji  r  To  tiii-  ernl.  siraply  cut 
the  cauliflower  with  the  u«ual  coraple 
ment  of  overlapping  leaves;  leave  all 
the  other  leaves  on  the  stem  for  a  week 
or  two.  Hy  that  time  most  «if  the 
stf-ms  will  have  broken  into  from  thr#H- 
to  six  shoots.  Oo  over  tJiem,  and 
choose  from  two  to  f«iur  <tf  the  l>est 
placed  and  stn»nge«t:  three  to^ach  is 
ft  cajiital  average.  Remove  »,r  bentl 
down  any  leaves  that  inteilere  with 
these  advancing  growths,  and  ako  any 
decaying  <;r  oM  worn-oui  leaves  ;  allow- 
all  others  U)  remain.  <iive  the  stems 
several  good  poakingsof  manure  water, 
another  layer  of  dung  if  thought  dc- 
hiraide,  an<l  'ii  an  amazingly  short 
I>eriod  of  time  another  crojt,  |h  rhaps 
as  heavy— or  heavier  in  the  gross — as 
the  first,  may  be  cut  from  the  old  stalks. 
After  havinft  done  this  double  service, 
away  with  tliem,and  S4'e  that  the  ground 
IS  irumediittely  deep  trenched  t^r  ma- 
nured for  strawberries,  or  some  crop 
asditterentas  maybe  from  cauliflowers, 
of  whieh,  notwithstanding  all  our  feed- 
ing, jt  will  have  ha<l  enough  for  a  year

Tlie  unhealthy  ct>nditioii 
of  Bt>rliii  is  |>roved  by  the  death  rate 
having  inciea.sed  one  ami  a  half  per 
cent,  tliiring  the  la.st  four  years,  and  a 
visitation  «»f  cholera  will  be  very  se- 
verely felt  in  a  city  wlier«'  drnina'ge  is 
so  criminally  in^glect^'d  A  correspond- 
ent w'.'tiiig  Irom  ('ork  compares  the 
sanitary  system  of  that  city  lr»  1^'rlin, 
and  complains  that  the  beautiful  river 
should  be  turned  into  a  noisome  and 
{H^sfilcntial  drain.  "

just  had  liis  tfij»1  in  Paris.  He  had 
passed  himself  for  years  lO  that  city  as 
Prince  Abdallah  d^  Guannaory,  the 
rightful  heir  to  the  tlirone  of  Morocco. 
He  was  on  t«rms  of  intimacy  wHh  many 
members  Of  fbe  Couit  of  Napoleon  III, 
some  of  which  introtllc^d  him  to  the 
celebrated  English  courtesatl.

If  tiK'y  are  eufifered  to  stand  long  af^cr 
»h«y  arc  ripe  they  will  l>epin  to  gr\>w 
again,  burrt  open  and  divide.  New  roots 
will  start  out,  and  on  pnlling  the  ont«m 
will  cling.  Thepo  roots  are  sapping  the 
onion,  which,  together  with  a  new  top,will 
<^|^oil  the  plant.  If  tou  should  cook  such 
aaonicn  yon  would  say  it  is  strong.dry.and 
tough.  Whereas,  if  gathered  at  the  right 
time,  tbey  an»  juicj,  sweet,  and  tender.  I 
^ould  rather  gather  them  in  a  dry  day 
and  carry  thew  int')  a  chamber,  whore 
they  shoubl  lie  ititil  cold  weather,  when 
^hey  should  Irr  removed  to  the  cellar,  aud 
laid  in  a  xjool  but  dry  pla^e  If  they  lie 
'On  the  p-ound  they  will  aciiuire  moisture 
•ao'^  ?'poil. 

The  top  onion  »ee«i  shonld  al"obe  spread 
m  a  dry  pla<^e  until  freezing  weather  is 
coming.  Then  they  should  be  put  in  l>agg 
and  bung  in  a  <ool,  dry  part  of  the  cellar 
We  have  already  cifumienced  patberingj 
and  have  laid  up  about  forty  brtBhels, 
some  of  the  ground  yielding  al  the  rate  of 
9erea  hundre'l  IwshelB  to  (he  arre.  A 
neighbor  <>f  mine  this  year  raiw?d  at  the 
raieofpeven  hundred  bnshels  to  the  acre, 
and  many  <d  them  measured  over  a  foot  in 
Hrrumference.  \hn  rows  on  the  bed  wcrv 
one  bnit  apart.  He  might  msl  AJ"  well 
have  added  oae  row  to  cvtrj  two  without 
•ny  iniary  Uj  the  growth. 

It  should  be  lK)nio  in  mind  by  thot»e  w  lio 
woald  raise  this  vegetable,  that  the  two 
reaeooa  fi>r  raising  the  top  onions  are, 
iir^  that  they  almost  always  estjai"*  mag- 

fits,  and  they  should  be  set  out  early. 
h«»n  the  onion  gets  a  stan  of  all  the  weeds 
and  of  the  m  iggot  tly,  and  are  a  sure  crop. 
I  have  raised  them  over  twenty  years,  and 
have  never  failed.  V.  K.

liowell  Muson,  the  eminent  musiual 
teacher  and  eoinposer,  died  in  Orange, 
N.  J.,  on  .Sunday,  lie  was  born  in  Aledfjeld' 
.Mass. ,  .Ian,  H.  '\1*J'2,  and  from  his  child' 
hood  inaniieHted  great  fondness  for  music. 
In  his  twentieth  year,  ho  removed  to 
Savannah,  Oa. ,  where,  conneetion  with 
other  pursuits,  ho  devoted  much  time  to 
giving  instruotions  in  iuumo  and  loadiii" 
choirs  and  nmsioal  asHoeia  ions  Iu  IH^T 
the  "  Boston  llnndel  and  llayden  t'ollec' 
tion,  "  his  first  essay  in  (he'  couipilaiion 
of  church  music,  was  jtublished,  and  was 
lavtirablv  received,  lie  wns  indu.u'd  in 
|M72  to  leave  .Savannah  hir  Boston,  where 
he  began  the  instruction  of  classes  in  vocal 
music,  devoting  special  attoidiou  to  the 
tr.iining  id  children  to  thu  |iorhiriiiaiico  id 
the  alto  part  in  cliornl  music-,  and  to  (he 
introduction  of  vocal  music  into  the  puldie 
schools.  About  1m;{H,  William  ('.  Wood- 
bridge  calleii  his  altenlioii  lo  |||..' 
Peatalo/./.iiiu  method  of  leaching  music, 
and  espeei  illy  to  the  various  improvomenln 
upon  it  ;  and  alter  duo  examination,  .Mr. 
Mason  became  a  champion  of  the  new 
method.  Juvenile  claswes  were  imw  es- 
tablished and  taught  gr.itmiou.-iv  by  him, 
and  ho  was  soon  compelled,  by  the  extent 
of  his  labors,  lo  takt*  (i.  S.  Webb  as  an  as- 
miciate.  Under  his  inlbieneu  vocai  imisio 
receiyed  a  new  and  exIr.Muilinary  impulxi 
in  B.iston  and  ihroughuot  New  Kngl.ind. 
Kminent  teachers  were  introdiUM'il  into 
the  schools  ;  the  Boston  Academy  of 
Music  was  established;  niiisic  waa 
prescribed  as  a  regular  br.inch 
of  iustrucli(Mi  in  tho  ptiblio  schools  in 
Boston,  and  subsequently  very  generally 
thrmighout  the  entire  country  ;  perni.inont 
musical  classes,  lecliirei  on  iniiMc.cnncerls, 
sclii  Ills)  for  instruiiient.il  nnisi,  imd 
teachers  institutes,  wore  aiso  widely  es- 
tablished. 

In  1H;{7,  Mr.  .Mason  visited  Knioi.e,  .in.l 
made  himself  acquainted  with  all  (ho  im- 
provements in  music  teaching  in  all  the 
continental  cities.  The  growing  t.iste  for 
music  which  he  had  inspired  ineited  him 
lo  prepare  about  this  time  numerous  tcxl 
books  for  juvenile  classes,  glee  books,  and 
collections  of  church  music.  The  pcpu- 
larity  of  these  and  his  later  works  Lis 
been  very  great,  an  aecouiit  given  in  IHOM, 
making  tho  sale  to  that  dalo  t.i  bo  as  fol- 
lows of  some  of  the  |u  or  more  seperale 
publications  prepared  by  him:  "The  (lar- 
mina  Sacra,  "  and  "  New  Carmina,  "  5<Ht, 
.HMI  copies  ;••  The  Choiror  Union  Cidlec- 
tioo,''  I8;i;{,  more  than  .'i(i,(Mi(i  copies 
"  The  (.'antica  l/.iudis,  ■' more  (ban  .'iil.tliMt 
copies,  and  "The  Hallelujah,  '  I.S.'i  |,  l.di. 
IMIU  copies.  At  least  .'iO,'(MMl  copies  h.id 
lieen  also  sold  of  each  of  four  other  pub- 
licitioi's,  while  the  list  great  compilations, 
"Tho  Mammoth  Musical  K.\erci.ses  '  |S,)7, 
and  "  The  ('(dleclion  of  Psilins  .md  llyiims' 
lor  Christian  Worship,"  issued  \iiidor  his 
sanction,  have  been  u.^ed  extensively,  and 
are  regarded  as  stind.ird  works.  In 
I S.'i.'i,  Mr  M.ison  received  from  the  New 
York  university  tho  degree  ol  doctor  in 
music,  the  first  instance  of  the  conlerring 
of  such  a  degree  by  an  Americin  college! 
I>r.  Mason  was  aecuston.ed  during  iiiinv 
years  to  ttacli  and  lecture  at  the  institu 
tion  III  Ma>sach.iseil.s,  and  instructed 
music  teachers  alnio.sl  every  autnmn.  He 
was  al-H)  a  frequent  contributor  to  JTlie 
Musical  Beview  and  other  periodicals. 
The  closing  years  id"  his  life  havo  been 
spent  iu  retirement  at  his  late  residence 
in  Orange,  N.  J.

Another 
is  thecrtum  is  allowed  to  stand  too 
lung,  and  the  milk  becomes  curdled 
ami  pirtly  separated  from  whey  ;  the 
particles  of  curd  remain  in  the  "butter, 
and  being  insoluble,  cannot  be  all  wash' 
ed  out.  These  specks  are  large,  and 
spoil  the  look  as  well  as  taste  of  the 
butter.

len.s.  when  it  appears  as  asm.ill  whit 
ish-brown  tlircad,  about  a  line  in  length. 
It  is,  however,  veiy  active.  When  dis- 
turbed, it  jumps  like  the  cabbage-tlea. 
It  feetls  on  the  ereen  matter  of  the 
leaves,  usually  eating  in  straight  lines 
up  and  down  between  the  r  bs,  leaving 
an  appearance  of  delicate,  thread-like 
lines  where  they  have  fed.  That  the^ 
are  a  serious  injury  is  evident  from  the 
tact  that  the  Corn  so  attacked  is  not  so 
ttirifty  and  vigorous  as  that  free  fr<im 
the  visitivtions  of  the  insect.  Indee<l, 
as  the  effect  is  to  prevent  the  use  ot 
half  tb#?  leaf  surface  to  the  plant,  it 
must  >je  an  injury.  It  is  the  same  as 
plncking  off  lialf  the  leaves,  the  coc 
sequence  ot  which  we  all  knew  verv 
well.
